Thero linve been frequent
sitenpts 1o count the pumber of the visible
beavenly bodies, There nre alvo muoy calenls-
tons respecting the numbers ol the stars of the
severnl magnitudes by reterring the siam of
each magnitude fo (ty own great concentric
shell of wpace, and sllowing a certain number to
ench wsucerssive thell, There has been thus
calonlated to he 22, 464,000 wtars  dlstributed
amonpst the (ifferent porticns of spaoe, calou-
lating themw to be of twelve different wagnitudos,

If woa now snppose the nbove number of stars
1o be equally distrnbuoled throughout enoh shell
or conoentric spuce, that iy, at squal distances,
#0 that each spuce should coptaln the nomber
of wars corresponding Lo its eapnoity, we shall
find the number correspondiug to enoh magnl-
tude, Thus 22,404,000 1728=1500=the number
of stars of the fist magnitude, or number to
oceupy the centrnl wphere; seven times that
number for the next concentrle wphore, nine-
teen thmes for the next, und 40 on; as in the fol-

bible that i such o distribution the magnitudes,
i At present constituted, would not correaponid,
for o vust multitude of sturs would be moch
nenrer to us thnn they now are, and many ol
those that appear to us through telescopes to
b closely aggregated in the wpaces of the
Milky Way would be much tarther apmrt, Ac-
cording 10 1he scheme ol equal distribation, the
peacer stars would be much brichter, ns well
a8 much nearer; our nights would pot be dark,
and we should very hkely dorive not only o much

reater nmount of Heht from the sturs, "but pros
mbly & wonsiderable dogroe of hent; many of
the nearest stars would present o messurahle
disk, und sstronomoers would not be perplexed
in determining the spnunl parslinx, w problem
which bus only been resolved of lule vears, by
the most remarkable refinemeats In fastrament
making snd in delieney of observation

We nre therofore conlirmed in the nellef entor-
tained by astronomers gencrally, that Lhe stars
are gathered mwainly Into clusters through the
vislble uulverse, and we are In an exeosdingly
sparse portlon of the great eluster of the galaxy.

The ptar® of all Lhe clusters are chalned to-
gether, an it were, by the gravitating forece
which pervades the unlverse nod wets upon nll
matter, This foree extends ok greater dis-
thner, and is netive through more extensive
spaces, than has gencrally veen reallad or wpe
prehended. M, Sommerville, o  profoeund
sclentibic lndy, makes the following remark ot
page 86 of her treatise, ""Connection of Phyasl-
cnl Bowneep'—. ® & 8 W¥e w0 pfemole e
the nesrest of the fixed stars that it may boe
doubted whethor the won bas oy sensible in-
fluence on them,'"  This pussuge indoced us to
enler upon the caleulstion o short time sinese,
It 12 by no menns diflicult or complex.
